BRITISH GOLD. : 


Millions of Capital to be Invested in Oali- 
fornia. 

San Francisco, Nov. 9.—[By the a. 
ciated Press.]| George V. Sims, mian- 
aging director of the Lombard Ti 
Company (limited,) of London and 
York, is inthe city. A telegram m 
St. Paul recently quoted Mr. Sims as 
saying that he had $5,000,000 of En- 
glish money to invest in real estate, 
mines and different enterprises in 
America. He says this is true only in 
ameasure. The actual amount of cash 
now ready for investment is $2,500,- 
000, but English capital is looking this 
way, and before he gets through he ex- 
pects to put in 87, 000, 0000 more. A 
large share of it, he says, will come to 
California. His company already owns 
mines in El Dorado and Placer coun- 
ties. 

Mr. Sims will leave this morning in 
company with J. W. Collins, president 
of the First National Bank of San 
Diego, for San Diego to look up irriga- 
tion bonds, “From what Ihave heard 
of them,’’ said he, ‘‘I regard them as 
a good investment. They are appar- 
ently well secured, and I shall probably 
take a great many of the bonds. My 
peopie will invest in other projects in 
California. There was never a time 
when there was s0 much money in Lon- 
don for American enterprises. When I 
was there two months ago there was 
$80,000,000 at banks outside of the 
Bank of England in that city, and the 
Bank of England reserve was larger 
than for many years. 

“This betokens a good bond market 
and has encouraged my people, as well 


j as English capitalists generally, to seek 


for investments, and there is no field 
so favorable to them as the Pacific 
Coast.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


The Public School Question to Come EBe- 
fore Their General Assembly. 
To.epo (O.,) Nov. 9.—[By the Asso- 


ciated Press,] Delegates to the tif- 


teenth general assembly of the Knights 
of Lavor are arriving here in large 
numbers from all parts of the United 
States, Canada, and two or three cities 
of Mexico. The delegates say that this 

ill be one of the most important as- 
semblies ever held. The Finance Com- 
mittee has about completed its work, 
and so far finds all finances of the order 
in splendid condition. The secretary's 
report will show that the order has in- 
creased its membership over 8000 dur- 
ing the past year in this country alone, 
and all loca! assemblies are in a flour- 
ishing condition. 

The most matter to come 
before the assembly will be the public 
school system of "his country. Many, 


They are satisfied, after looking. 


perhaps a majority of the delegates, 
are Roman Catholics, yet they intend 
placing themselves on record in refer- 
ence to the school question, The feel- 
ing appears to be unanimously in favor 


| of the public school system. A promi-: 


nent delegate, a Roman Catholic, said 
this afternoon: ‘The Knights believe 
in education asthe only safeguard of 
this and all other liberty-loving nations. 
It is the duty of the State to see that 
a child is educated, leaving to parents 
the selection of the school or method 
It is the parent's 
right and privilege to educate his 
child in Catholic, Lutheran, private or 
apy school just as he sees fit; but it 
the duty of the State to look after 
the child andsee that it is educated. 
We are in favor of compulsory educa- 
tion so that the State can legally and 
in an anthorative way say to parents 
or guardians: ‘Educate your child, I 
don’t care where; I leave that with you, 
but you mist educate him or I will.’ 
‘That is the position of the Knights 
of Labor on the school question and 
that resolution will be adopted in the 
General Assembly, it is belteved, with- 
out a dissenting voice. We may also 


‘take some action in favor ot introduc- 


ing the Australian ballot into States not 
yet voting that way.’ 


THE MAVERICK BANK. 


Its Affairs in Better Shape Than First 
Reports Indicated. 

Boston, Nov. 9.—[By the Associated 
Press.] Receiver Beale today issued a 
lengthy statement of the affairs of the 
Maverick National Bank at the close of 
business October 31, as shown by its 
books, as compared with September 25. 
The loans, bond accounts, éash with re- 
serve agents, loans to banks, and specie, 
had been greatly reduced. The depos- 
its at the date of suspension, including 
certificates of deposits and deposits of 


banks, aggregated .#8.260,000, as 
against 9,910,000 five weeks 
before, a_ loss of $1,600,000, 
of which $734,000 was a_ fall- 


ing off in individual deposits and 
$500,000 in bank deposits. Thus far 
everything is found to have been sys- 
tematically conducted, and all accounts 
balanced upon the books. _ The only dif- 


ference thus far announced is inade- | 


quate collateral behind loans to direc- 
tors. There was no blanket indorse- 
ment on file, as has been stated, 

Today’s statement is gratifying, in 
that it shows less than 83,000,000 of 
individual deposits outside of deposits 
of banks and bankers at the time of 
the failure, 


WRANGLING OVER AN OASIS. 


France and Morocco Squabbling About 
Tuat in the Desert of Sahara. 
GIBRALTER, Nov. 9.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] The dispute  be- 
tween the French government and Sul- 
tan of Morocco regarding the owner- 
ship of the oasis of Tuat, does not seem 
to be approaching ‘a solution, and if 
France remains steadfast in her deter- 
mination to take possession of Tuat, 
there is no doubt that serious trouble 
will follow. A majority of the inhabi- 
tants of the oasis do not look with favor 
upon the claims of either country, but 
desire to throw aside all foreign gov- 
ernment and form an independent gov- 
ernment of their own. 
Sultan of Morocco recently sent 
a numberof emissaries to Tuat to en- 
deavor to gain the support to his pre- 
tensions to the sovereignty, but the re- 
ception they met with will be apt to de- 
ter others from attempting to influence 
the natives of ‘‘uat. The natives con- 
fined the emissaries and subsequently 
decapitated five of them. 


Prince of Wales’s Birtifday. 

Lonpon, Nov. ¢.—Today was the fifti- 
eth anniversary of the birth of the 
Prince of Wales. The occasion is being 
celebrated ina quiet manner at San- 
dringham, in Norfolkshire. There were 
a large number of congratulations. 
Yoday mir Augustus Harris, John Hare, 
Mr. Bancroft and others representing 
the theatrical profession, proceeded 
from London to Sandringham, where 
they privately presented a gold cigar 
box to the Prince. The present is a su- 
perb specimen’ of the goldsmith’s art. 
It weighs 100 ounces, and the value of 
the metal alone is very great. The top 
of the box is surmounted by three os- 
trich feathers forming the coat of arms 
of the Prince of Wales set with dia- 
monds.

New Yor«x, Nov. 9.—Abram S. Hew- 
itt, of the Cooper-Hewitt Company, 
this morning confirmed the report that 
he contemplates the sale of the entire 
property of the company, but to whom 
he refuses to say. He says that the in- 
tended purchaser is an American. The 
sale is not yet consummated.

Brazil Restive Under the 
Dictatorship. 


The Province of Rio Grande do Sul 
Declares Her [ndependence. 


Rumors That Fighting Has Already 
Begun in that District. 


Telegraph Wires Catand Dispatches Suab- 
jected to a Strict Censorship—Da 
Fonseca Evidently Beginning 
to Lose His Grip, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Lonpon, Nov. 9.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Dispatches received 
here today from Pernambuco show that 
the troubles in Brazil are approaching 
an acute crisis, and there is much anx- 
iety expressed in financial and commer- 
cial circles regarding the outcome of 
Da Fonseca’s action in dissolving Con- 
gress and assuming the roll of dictator. 
Grave doubts are expressed as to the 
success of this move. 

These dispatches state that from the 


‘province of Rio Grande do Sul comes 


intelligence to the effect that the local 
government has refused to acquiesce in 
the assumption by Da Fonseca of the 
power of dictator, and has declared the 
indepencence of. the province. The 
dispatches further state that there is 
great discontent throughout all pro- 
vinces of Brazil.

Janiero says: ‘‘Rioets are reported in 
Rio Grande do Sul. Code telegrams 
from that district are prohibited. Local 
dispatches are subject to censorship. 
The government line to Potalegre has 
been cut. All other provinces are send- 
ing congratulations tothe President. 
‘‘Rio Grande do Sul is the great grain 
producing province. Itis largely col- 
onized by Germans and commands an 
army of 50, 000 men of German origin. 


Martinez, who was banished during the 


last revolution, but afterward allowed 
to return, possesses greatinfluence, and 
if he is nominated for President of Rio 
Grande do Sul, President Da Fonseca 
will be powerless to crush him.’ 


REVISING A CREED. 


Changes in the Presbyterian 
Confession of Faith. 

New York, Nov. 9.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] ‘‘The report on the pro- 
posed. revision of the confession of 
faith, presented to the Presbytery,’’ 
the Tribune says, “reads in part as fol- 
lows:*’ 

Your committee—has carefully examined 
the proposed revision chapter by chapter 
and section by section and recognized the 
wisdom, prudence and skill with which the 
General Assembly committée* ‘labored upon 
it. Weare of the opinionthat it shows 
very clearly the possibility of our revising 
our confession of faith without impairing 
in the least our system of doctrine, but 
rather in such a way as to support and de- 
fend it, by making it plainer, stronger and 
more scriptural; and that such revision 
would not hinder, but advance and prosper,

the formation of a new, short and simple | 


creed, according to the desire expressed by 
the Presbytery of New York two years ago. 
We feelthatit is important to have are- 
vision which shall really revise. The great 
objects of this wide and deep movement in 
the church should be as fully as_ possible 
secured. It seems to us that the objects 
aretwo: First,a frank, explicit, and un- 
hesitating declaration of the living faith of 
the churchin God's loving andtrue offer 
of salvation to all men, through Christ, by 
His word and spirit; second, the clearing 
of our confession of faith from the possi- 
bility of fatalistic misinterpretation. 
Hence, these among other recommenda- 
tions for changes are made; all reference 
to eternal foreordination to everlasting 
death, or any doctrine of non-election 
should be omitted; the substitute for sec- 
tion 7 should be written to declare, in sub- 
stance, that the doctrine of God’s sovereign 
election is to be received and interpreted 
in harmony with the truth that He is not 


willing thatany should perlsh, but that all 


should come to repentance, that He has 
given His Son to be a propitiation for 
the sins.of the whole world, and that who- 
soever cometh unto Him shall in nowise 
be cast out; whosoever will not come shall 
perish, 

The report approves all the General 
Assembly Committee’s work and urges 
going forward along the same line.

ITALY AND THE POPE, 


Significant Utteranees of Premier Rudini 
Regarding the Papacy. 


Rome, Nov. 9.—Marquis di Rudini. the 


Italian Premier, today delivered a long 


speech at Milan, part of which was de- 
voted to the financial situation ofthe 
government. During his remarks he 
announced a complete equilibrium in 
the budget; not only were the estab- 
lished receipts fully equal to the ex- 
penditures, but even a small strplus in 
receipts might be expected. 

In his allusion to the Vatican, Rudini 
said: ‘*‘We have in our midst the 
papacy, which sometimes assumes a 
threatening attitude, but its sphere of 
action is limited to the exercise of 
spiritual powers, not ‘only by a law 
which cannot be lightly contravened. 
but also by the almost unanimous con- 
tent of those who, though themselves 
most religious, hold that the country’s 
ecclesiastical policy has now become 
traditional. The honorand strength of 
the kingdom of italy must be scrupu- 
lously maintained. The deplorable in- 
cidents produced by a few short-sighted 
persons will not make us deviate from 
our policy. Strongin the present and 
confident in the future, we fearlessly 
guarantee the fullest liberty in Rome.’’ 

Rudini’s remarks concerning the 
Papacy have produced a bad impression, 
at the Vatican, the programme tending 
to make the Pope only a subject of 
the King. The Pope will 
harp note in reply,

Reassuring Report From Capt. Sehley— 

Work at the Navy-yards. 
Wasninoton, Nov. 9.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A cablegram received 


‘from Capt. Schley by Secretary Tracy, 


dated Valparaisé; Chile, yesterday, 
stated that there is no indication of any 
feeling of hostility toward the Balti- 
more's company at Valparaiso. 

Regarding thé report of unusual ac- 
tivity and Sunday work inthe navy- 
yards, it is said atthe Navy Department 
that it has no warlike signification.

| Trial of Ed L. Baker for Forgery 


Commenced. 


The Entire Day Consumed in Select- 
ing aJury. . 


Stump, the Defaulting Witness, in an 
Ugly Predicament. 


Arrested on a Charge of Complicity in the 
Forgery, Hoy Being the Complain- 
ing Witness — General 
Court News. 


The trial of the case of Edward L. 
Baker, charged with thew forgery éf 
Morris M. Green's signature to a mort- 
gage for the purpose of swindling O. A. 
Stassforth out of $4000 thereby, of 
which crime John C. Hoy was convicted 
on Saturday last, was commenced be- 
fore Judge McKinley, yesterday morn- 
ing, in Department Six. 

The case had been originally set for 
trial in Department One, but Judge 
Smith being engaged inthe Stier Yuen 
murder case, transferred it to Judge 


. McKinley’s Court. 


Assistant District Attorney McComas 
and Deputy Blades appeared on behalf 
of the State to prosecute the case, the 
defendant being represented by Messrs. 
Z. G. Peck and J. D. Moore. 

The work of selecting a jury occunied 
all day, the defendant's counsel being 
very exacting in his examination of 
talesmen, toyching their qualifications 
to act as jurors, 

The following were excused for cause 
upon motion of the defendant: W. H. 
Toler, 5. L. Keller and M. H. Lafetra. 
Peremptory challenges were exercised 
as follows: By the People—W. F. Nord- 
holdt, G. H, Pike and D. Felix; 
defendant—G. W. Adams, W. S. Bo- 
hanan, P. C, Backus, J. M. Houser, G. 


R. Shipway, J. Baldridge and D. Cuth- 
bert. 


The jury finally agreed upon ‘and 
sworn to try the case consists of S. A. 
Ayers, James Booth, C. S. Bradford, 
James Chapin, F, W. Chase, B. Conkel- 
man, F.W. Greene, J. 8. Langstadater, S. 
I. Mayo, F. E. Stockwell, J. P. Welcom 
and Charles H. Wright. 

The last juror was not accected until 
4:35 o'clock, and after the clerk had 
read the information to the jury court 
adjourned for the day, and thetrial will 
be commenced in earnest at 10 o’clock 
this morning. 

The contempt proceedings against J. 
K. Stump, the defaulting witness in the 
Hoy case, were continued by Judge Mc- 
Kinley until Wednesday morning, as at 
che time set for him to appear yester- 
day he was before Justice Stanton for 
arraignment upon tbe charge of com- 
plicity in the forgery, the complaint 
against him having been sworn to by 
Hoy himself. Stump’s examination was 
set for Monday next, bail being required 
meanwhile in the sum of #4000. In 
default of sureties in this sum he was 
committed to the County Jail. | 

THE JEAN LEONIS ESTATE. 

In Deparfment Four, yesterday, Judge 
Van Dyke rendered his decision in the 
case of Charles Raskin, administrator 
of the cstate of Jean Leonis, who died 
on March 6, 1888, against John Rob- 
erts and G. L. Mesnager, executors of 
the will of Miguel Leonis, who died on 
September 20, 1889, ordering findings 
and judgment for plaintiff. 

This was an action against the execu- 
tors of Miguel Leonis to obtain an ac- 
counting of fifty head of cattle, valued 
at $1000, and 82000 in cash belong- 
ing to the estate of Jean Leonis. The 
main defense was that the action was 
barred because the right of action grew 
out of their relation of debtor and cred- 
itor, and the claim was not presented 


within the time prescribed by law. 


Plaintiff, however, claimed that this 
was an action to enforce a trust, and 
ihe Court~sustained this view of the 
case.

THE POLICE GOT THERE. 


A Sensational Incident on Los An- 
geles Street Last Evening. 


ASupposed Robbery That Did Not Pan 
Out, but It Showed What the Po- 
lice Can Do in an 
Emergency. 


The police and the police detectives, 
including the Detectives Bill, were called 
out at 6:30 o'clock last night on what 
seemed to be one of the boldest robber- 
ies that was ever committed 2 this 
city. 

A foot passenger was slowly making 
his way up Requena street when the 
hair on his head suddenly took a stand 
and lifted his hat a foot and his No, 10 
shoes became glued to the pavement. 

This fit was brought on by a sight 
that met his eyes on the opposite side 
of the street. He saw two men under 
one of the big windows of the Luitwie- 
ler building on the corner of. Los Ange- 
les and Requena streets, and oneof them 
was boosting the other through the 
window into Mr. Luitwieler’s office. 

The discoverer was positive that both 
men carried any numberof firearms and 
burglars’ tools, and wore ugly black 
masks on their faces. 

As soon as he recovered sufficiently 
to think he rushed to the nearest tele- 

hone and notified the police that the 
big carriage store of S. Luitwieler was 
being robbed by a band of bold highway 
men, who much resembled the famous 
Dalton train-robbers. 

As good luck would have it there were 
fully a dozen brave officers and halfa 
dozen detectives about the place when 
the alarming message came in, andina 
few minutes all were armed with dark- 
lanterns, rifles and false beards. 

They rushed to the scene of the bold 
robbery, and under the able general- 
ship of the brave Sergt. Jeffries the build. 
ing was surrounded, and when all was 
ready four of the oldest and most 
trusted of the detectives were ordered 
to enter the building and capture the 
thieves dead or alive. 

At the word of commanda hush fell 
on the brave officers who were guarding 
the outer walls, and their suppressed 
breathing told how anxiously they 
awaited the result of the térrible con- 
flict that was about to take plece, for 
all believed that the dashing Dalton 
gang had fortified ‘themselves behind 
the big safe in the main office, and they 
were sure that the cold-blooded robbers 
would open fire as soonas the detectives 
entered that room. 

The dark lanterns and the bright uni- 
forms of the outside gnard had at- 
tracted quite a crowd, who looked on 
in amazement. 

After a search of thirty minutes the 
four detectives again emerged from the 
dark building and reported that every 
nook and corner had been searched, 
but thatnot a sign of a man could be 
found. |

stylishly-dressed young man, who came 
up just at that moment. 

“For burglars, of course, young fel- 
low,”’ eruffiy replied the burly

‘Is thatso? Well, lam the man whe 
was boosted through the window, and I 
am very sure that [ am not in the build- 
ing now.’’

A Loose Screw in Land Titles. 

A complication of land titles, or 
rather an attempt to complicate them, 
much like that which is stirring up the 
people of Pomona, has been sprung 
upon Denver, Colo. An old pretmption 
claim, said to have been filed thirty-two 
years ago by one Jeff Hildreth, and cov- 
ering 480 acres of land in the heart of 
the city, has come to light, and, tomake 
the thing more binding, a deed from 
Hildreth to Martin E. Cole is now of- 
fered for record. This, if accepted by 
the Recorder, would cloud hundreds of 
titles, and involve millions of dollars’ 
worth of property in litigation. The 
Real Estate Exchange of Denver re- 
fuses to recognize the validity of the 
claim, and has put up a heavy bond to 
prevent it from going on record. 

This brings up a general question of 
equity. Is it right that holders of real 
estate should be subjected to this kind of 
piracy? Here isacase, for example, 
wherein the man Hildreth, if he actu- 
ally had any claim upon the property in 
question, allowed it to. lie for about 
thirty years without asserting any right 
of possession or benefit. Meanwhile 
the land was boughtand sold, and bought 
and sold again, in small parcels, and of 
course the records of the county did not 
show that there was any adverse claim 
upon it. If it had stood in Hildreth’s 
name from the start, and he had aban- 
doned it to its fate, the State, county 
and city would have sold it over and 
over again for taxes, and a title would 
surely have been perfected in somebody 
else. Hildreth could not have held his 
claim openly all that time~ without 


paying something for the privi- 
lege; why should he be allowed 
to hold it secretly, thus _ setting 


a trap for hundreds of innocent pur- 
chasers? We say that it isthe duty of 
the State to prevent such traps from 
being set for people. Not to do so is to 
offer a premium on the most outlandish 


courage the most infamous of black- 
mailing schemes. 

The State asserts its prerogative in 
declaring when a debt shall become 
outlawed. It matters not how just the 
debt is; it makes no difference how able 
the debtor may be to payit; after a 
note or,account has runa certain length 
of time, the State says that it cannot 
be collected by the forms of law. Why 
is it not far more just to establish a law 
that a claim to real estate, after it 
has lain perdue for a certain number 
of years, isforfeited? Aclaimto have 
vitality ought to be asserted within a 
reasonable period. A title to be bind- 
ing ought to carry withit evidences 
that the claimant has at least endeav- 
ored to obtain his rights. If, on the 


property and non-assertion of claim for 
a period of years can be shown, this 
ought to amount to absolute forfeit- 
ure. 

The danger of denying justice toa 
few people would not be half so great 
by this method as is the danger of per- 
petrating wholesale robberies by the 
loose systems now in vogue. The land 
shark who pops up with an obso- 
lete claim, be it remembered, lays 
hands, not on the wild and al- 
most worthless lands 


property which has become valuable 
through years of development, tax-pay- 
ing and toil, and which may have costly 
buildings and other improvements upon 
it, paid for by other people's money. 
The grabber claims it all. Outside of 
the railroad and stock-jobbing barons 
he is the most pretentious highway rob- 
ber that our systems produce. 

It is time that this iniquity should be 
suppressed. Thousands of honest people 
have been robbed by it, and thousands 
more will be if something is not done to 
put a stop to it. Nobody should be 
called upon under the guise of law to 
pay blood-meney to- some miserable, 
grasping land-shark, or give up as a 


~penalty, mayhap, the savings of a life- 


It is monsense to talk about vested 
rights which can never be annulled, and 
all that sortofthing. Whatever abuses 
grow up under our forms of law can be 
regulated by law, provided the right 


‘spirit is brought to bear. Ifthe State 


can say that, aftera certain period, a 
just debt shall not be collectable, it can 
say that after a certain period of non- 
assertion a claim to real estate shall 


‘not be valid. 


Holders of realty do not receive that 
measure of protection to which they 
are justly entitled. Whenit comes to 
maintaining the expenses of State, 
county and city governments, real es- 
tate bears the principal burden. It 
cannot get away or hide under 
a mass of perjury as_ frequently 
happens with personal property. 
Real estate is in place all the 
time for the tax-gatherer to lay his 
hands upon. It is required not only to 
sustain the systems of local and State 
government, but it must pave streets, 
lay sidewalks and‘construct sewers. It 
is victimized by the tax-title sharp 
whenever he gets achance. If sold to 
the State or county for delinquencies, 
it is victimized just the same. It is 
subject to condemnation by corpora- 
tions, and its title may be clouded by 
legislation. Finally, it is the prey of 
the land-jumper, and thatis apt to be 
the greatest hardship of all. Real

THE SAYWARD CASE, 


Arguments Begun in the Federal 
Supreme Court.: | 


England’s Effort to Have Uncle Sam’s 


Bering Sea Rights Defined, 


And Settle a Dispute with Which Di- 
plomacy Has Long Wrestled. 


The United States Takes the Ground That 
| the Question is Political and Not 
for the Court te 
Decide.

Wasuineton, Nov. 9.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The United States Su- 
preme Court chamber was crowded this 
morning with distinguished members of 
the bar, present to hear arguments in 
the Saywa3rd-Bering Sea sealeries case. 
Ex-Secretary Bayard and ex-Attorney- 
General Garland, of Cleveland’s cabi- 
net, ex-Senator Edmunds, Senator 
Mitchell of Oregon, Representative 
Springer of Illinois, and other promi- 
‘nent persons were present, besides At- 
torney-General Miller, Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Tact and others, who will take 
partin the argument. 

When the court assembled Justice 
Bradley was not present, but he arrived 
and took his place on the bench just be- 
fore the Sayward case was called. So 
the full court was present when the 
hearing began. This celebrated case 
arises out of the seizure of the Canadian 
sealer W. P. Sayward in Bering Sea for 
violation of the act of Congress making 
it a penal offense to catch seals within 
the waters of Bering Sea. The vessel 


was libeled under the admiralty laws of 


the United States, and after trial the 
United States District Court of Alaska 
declared a forfeiture of the vessel.. The 
case was then brought to this court on 


motion for-a writ of prohibition to stop | 


the Alaskan’ court from taking measures 
to enforce its decree, the ground for 
the motion being the contention that 
the court had no jurisdiction to try the 
offense forthe reason that it was com- 
mitted more than three miles from 
shore, and therefore under the law of 
nations without the jurisdiction of the 
United States. By this method it is 
sought to secure an opinion from the 
court on the question which has been 
for a long time in controversy Letween 
the United States and Great Britain as 
tothe right of the former country to 
the exclusive control of the seal fisher- 
ies in Bering Sea. ; 

The opening skirmish in this legal 
battle resulted in favor of Great 
Britain, the Court deciding against the 
preliminary plea by the United States 
that the Supreme Court could not enter- 
tain even a motion for leave to filea 
petition for a writ of prohibition. 
Since the legal proceedings began an 
agreement has been reached between 
the two governments, under which it is 
hoped to secure a final and definite so- 
lution of the long pending diplomatic 
dispute, but this will not affect the 
present case. 

Calderon Carlisle of this city opened 
the case in behalf of the owner of the 
Sayward. At the outset he said that 
the decision of this case bould not fore- 
stallanything any other branch of the 
Government should do. ‘‘Of course,’’ 
he said, ‘‘it will stop any seizure of any 
foreign vessel under any existing law. 
This Court may in this case, without ex- 
pressing any opinion as to the rights of 


the United States, hold that the seizure 


of this foreign vessel, fifty-nine miles 
from land, was illegal under interna- 
tional law and under the existing laws 
of the United States and not forestall 
any convention of. the United States 
with reference to seal property.”’ 
Carlisle combatted the position taken 
by the United States that this court 
was bound by the face of the proceed- 
ings and could not go behind what was 
shown on the record submitted by the 
Judge of the Alaska court. First tak- 
ing up the words of the libel which sets 
out: ‘*The vessel was seized in this 
part of Bering Sea ceded by Russia to 
the United States,’’ he said it might 
very well be held that no part of it 
was ceded by Russia. If it was a ces- 
sion from anybody it was from 
civilized world, for Russia. 
could not cede beyond three miles 
from shore. Carlisle next took 
‘took up the point raised by the United 
States that if the court could’go behind 
the return of the Alaska judge there 
was evidence which it may be presumed 
might have justified the court in hold- 
ing that the seals were taken within 
the three-mile limit. The Attorney- 
General, Carlisle said, in addition to 
the two small barriers of which he had 
spoken, had set up another more ser- 


ious one, namely, that the posi- 
tion taken by-the executive with 
reference to Bering Sea was a 


position taken on a _ political ques- 
tion, that of national sovereignty, 
which absolutely binds the _ court, 
whether that position be right or wrong. 
The argument, to be correct, that re- 
gardless of the law of nations and the 
act of Congress, the President can ex- 
tend the national boundaries far out 
into the ocean, shall stop there and not 
make assertions as to our power and 
right, which would in the language of 
Justice Story lead to universal mischief. 
He then asked if the United States 


could try British sealers for offenses in 


any of these waters, why not try British 
sailors for murder? He claimed thata 
writ ef prohibition mut isue becausa 
of the fundamental want of jurisdiction 
in the Alaska court.’ 

Solicitor-General Taft in opening the 
case for the United States said its posi- 
tion could be stated in two sentences: 
First, the question which petitioner 
seeks here to raise, is not presented to 
the court on the record/in the case; sec- 
ond, that if it is presented to the court 
the question has been decided, being a 
political question, by the political de- 
partments of the Government, and the 
court will not reverse or qualify that 
decision. Taking up the political phase 
of the argument, the Solicitor-Gen- 
eral said the Government did not deny 
that the jurisdiction of the Alaska 
court and venue of the offense were 
judical questions to be decided by that 
court and by this court in a proper case. 
‘What he asserted was that the jurisdic- 
tion of that court and venue of the of- 
fense by a single step was made inevita- 
bly to depend upon national jurisdiction 
in’Bering Sea. That is a political ques- 
tion, and the decision of the executive 
and of Congress on that political ques- 
tion is, conclusive not only upon this 
court but uponevery citizen within the 
jurisdiction.

Union 
between them is absolutely necessary to 
the success of the Irish cause, and it must 
be aunion of head and heart based on 
mutual concessions, even if the present 
aspirant to the leadership has to be forced 
into retirement. It should be resolved by 
the Irish in America that no parliamentary 
faction shall be permitted to bring upon 
our motherland a ruin more complete than 


plish. We believe inthe manhood of Ire- 
land, and to it we appeal to force these par- 
liamentarians to stop their quarrels or 
make way for other Irishmen to whom the 
interests of their country are of greater 
merit than personal ambition or personal 
animosisies. 

The address calls for more thorough 
organization, and a redoubling of efforts 
to make the Irish League of America a 
mighty engine for good not only for 
Ireland, but. for the Irish race all over 
the world. The address says: 

Entirely non-political in America Here 
league will exercise a marked beneticial in- 
fluence in Irish affairs and its power to ren- 
der financial assistance will be far greater 
than would ever be derived from spasmodic 
collection tours by Irish representatives. 
Its service to Ireland in the past has been 
incalculable in spite of many obstacles, and 
now as an independent American organiza- 
tion, it should not heed the clamor of in- 
terested parties, or stop by the wayside to 
quarrel with fellow countrymen, but go 
steadily forward, endeavoring to bring 
order outof chaos, union out of disunion, 
and the ultimate freedom to Ireland. 
Branches should be at once organized and 
State executives are urged to put the good 
work in motion with the least possible 
delay. |

And His Crime Against Citizens 
Of Pomona, 


The Latest Phase of the San Jose 
Rancho Land Troubles. 


| Complete Vindication of Mrs. Lugarda 
A. de Palomares, 


She Had No Part in the Conspiracy 
to Beclond the Land Titles of 
Her Neighbors — The 
Nicholses, 


Pomona (Cal.,) Nov. 9.—[Staff Report 


for Tae Tiwgs.] The crime of P. C. 


Tonner against certain citizens of this 
community, and its continuance in his 
work of clouding the titles of land-own- 
ers, has come to a sudden halt, and ina 
manner which it is evident he did not 
anticipate. That actions such as his 
could have gone on for nearly two years 
without attracting general attention, is 
amazing, and is an evidence of the good 
temper of a community which has had 
a criminal wrong imposed upon it. 

A HISTORY OF THE CASE. 
in brief, is necessary to place Tonner 
in his true light before the public. 

In 1887 the Mexican government 
granted the Rancho San José to three 
citizens, Arenas, Vejar and Palomares. 
In 1846 the Mexican court of First In- 
stance decreed a partition between the 
three owners, in a manner satisfactory 
to each of them, In 1875 the United 
States issued a patent covering the 
whole grant, the patent being in the 
naine of the original grantees. Previ- 
ous to the issuance of the patent, Vejar 
sold his interest, and later on Arenas 
sold his to Slosson’s Bank of Los Ange- 
les, leaving the Palomares interest in 
that family, and they sold it in subdi- 
visions. Pomona was located on the 
portion partitioned to Vejar. 

In 1880 suit was brought by the own- 
ers of the outside lands to set aside the 
partition of the Mexican court, but 
none of the purchasers of any of the 
subdivisions were made parties to the 
suit. In 1884 the Supreme Court de- 
;cided that the original partition was il- 
‘legal, onthe ground that it did not 
definitely describe by miles and bounds 
a tract of land which had no located ex- 
istence until after itssurvey and loca- 
tion by the United States. This decree 
did not affectany of the titles which 
had been conveyed by the original 
owners, as they were not made defend- 
ants, and if they had been they had ac- 
quired title by prescription. But- in 
1887 M. L. Wicks and Dr. Mills 
(he of the college near Oak- 
land,) who had acquired title to 
the Arenas portion, entered into an 
agreement with the representatives of 
the Vejar and Palomares interests to 
settle all questions of doubt by a gen- 
eral quit claim all around. In these 
transfers, by some error, the other two 


_ interests quit claimed to Mrs. Palo- 


mares, and received a quit claim in 
turn from her to the one-third owned by 
Wicks and Mi Wicks then sold out 
to Mills, and the Pomona Land and 
Water Company was created to sell 
that land, the water supply being ob- 
tained from artesian wells. Mills died, 
and Dr. Nichols, a. relative of Mrs. 
Mills, succeeded to the central of the 
water company, and as Tonner. had 
been the attorney of that corporation 
through the dusky period of its history, 
he was retained from necessity, and an 
appreciation of his peculiar abilities, 
which have just bgen so earnestly em- 
phasized here. 

Mrs. Palomares succeeded to the un- 
sold interest of her husband in the por- 
tion of the rancho which had been set- 
tled upon him, and from time to time 
made sales therefrom, Tonner being her 
agent. She does not speak English, and 
the vexations of handling the property 
increased her physical infirmities, and 
some two years agoshe decided to go 
to a rancho which she owns near San 
Diego. Before doing so she placed her 
property, as she supposed, in the hands 
of Tonner as trustee. She signed a 
deed or document to enable him to dis- 
pose of any interests she might have in 
odd pieces left about Pomona. Soon 
after the execution cf this paper, Ton- 
ner began exacting trifling amounts 
from owners of lands to remove 
the cloud which the conveyance 
from Mrs. Palomares’ put upon 
some 2000 acres contained in the 
deed. To some of the owners he 
gave quit-claims upon payment of no- 
tary fees. Later on he began increas- 
ing the prices. Many of the land-own- 
ers were in debt, and some tried to bor- 
row money on the farms they had im- 
proved, while others tried to sell, but 
to their surprise. found a cloud- upon 
their titles, and had to call on Tonner 
for an explanation aad release. 

As time went by, and the owners paid 
the blackmail, he grew more confident 


andincreased the price per acre,” until 
his demands fin reached the sum of\ 


$150 per acre. 
owne nt to Mrs. Palomaresy 

she steod very Englist they 
were referred to hen ¢rustee, Tonner. 
This emboldened the“wretch, and he 
would put the cinchon tighter. He has 
boasted that he was an infidel, and be- 
ing strongly wedded to the use of rum, 
he would ask the applicant for mercy 
whether he were a Christian and a Pro- 
hibitionist.

A few months ago an organization 
was made of property-owners, who had 
not paid tribute, to bring a suit to 
remove the cloud and quiet their titles. 
This came tothe ears of Tonner, and 
he executed a deed of about 300 
acresto E. Burr, Jr., of Bridgeport, Ct. 
Burr is the son-in-law of Dr. Nichols, 

being a non-resident, could fight the 

Re in the United States Courts. Had 
not thisdeed been made, the Nichols 
family might have been spared the 
shame which has come upon them, as it 
is certnin that Burr and the two sons of 
Nichols were not parties to the rascally 
transaction. And while the Doctor was 
bluffing the committee and lying like a 
pirate to the effect that Burr had paid a 
valuable consideration to Tonner forthe 
land, his sons were telegraphing Burr 
to send power-of-attorney to them so 
that thev could reconvey to Tonner. 

It should be stated that the lands con- 
veyed to Burr embraced the water- 
bearing lands of the City Water Com- 
pany.

A. She says she has’ never in- 
tended to defraud, nor be a party in any 
transaction to swindle any party of his 
property. ‘ 

Q: Ask her if she would consider ita 
fraud if she sold land once and got the pay 
for it, and got all she asked for it; would 
she consider it a fraudto sell it over again? 
A. She says that she does not understand 
exactly the full meaning of the word fraud, 
but she says thatshe does not want pay 
again for the land that she has sold; that 
she does not considerthatright. What has 
been sold she thinks it is not right to be 
paid for it again, but whatis not sold she 
says that itis no more than right that she 
should be paid for it. 

Q. Francisco Palomares sold some land 
in the Loop & Meserve tract, She knows 
what thatis, I suppose? [The interpreter 
answers that she is familiar with that term 
and knows the land that is designated by 
thatname.] Does she consider that she 
ought to be paid a second time for tnat 
Loop & Meservetract? A. She thinksthat 
the sale made by her husband was one sale 
and the only sale that should be made. 
She says that tothe best of her knowledge 
thatthe property you have reference to 
here, she thinks that that property has 
been paid for onee, and that she, of course, 
does not want pay for that property again, 
and that it should not be paid for again. 

[The different transfers which took place 
in regard tothe Phillips land and the San 
José Ranch Company were explained to the 
interpreter, and the following question was 
propounded] ;

Relics by the Wagon Road. 

Under the direction of Prof. Putnam, 
chief of the department of-ethnology 
of the World’s Columbian Exposition, 
a party of men have been making exten- 
sive excavations of the pre-historic 
mounds in Ohio and Indiana, and ad- 
cording to reports, received from time 
to time, most gratifying success has 
been met with. Many skulls, skeletons, 
copper hatchets, pipes, ornaments, al- 
tars of burnt clay weighing 400 to 500 
pounds, flint spear heads, etc., have 
been secured. 

In one mound, situated near Anderson 
Station, Ind., 7282 flint spear heads 
and knives were discovered. The bulk 
was so great that it took four horses 
and a large corn wagon to haul the flints 
tocamp. The total weight was a trifle 
over 4700 pounds. The implements 
were found in a layer one foot in thick- 
ness, extending over a space twenty by 
thirty feet. Many of them were over 
eight or ten inches in length; some of 
them evenlarger, while the majority 
ranged from seven to eight inches. 
They are made of gray flint found 
only in Indiana, and show that there 
were from sixty to seventy flakes de- 
tached from each one in order to fash- 
ion it. 

The largest find of flint implements 
made in one place heretofore in Amer- 
ica did not exceed 1800 specimens. In 
one of the caverns occupied by primitive 
man in the valley of the Seine, below 
Paris, 2800 implements were found in 
one deposit. As it is reasonable to con- 
clude that nearly one day’s work was 
expended on each implement, and as 
each one exhibits almost absolute per- 
fection as far as flint chipping is con- 
cerned, the find will be of special value 
to ethnological research.-

METZLER-HART SCANDAL. 


The Attorney-General Emphatically De. 
nies Any Wrong-doing. ; 

The Metzler-Hart scandal has caused 

a genuine sensation at San Francisco 
Atty.-Gen. .Hart, in an interview 
in the Examiner, which first published 
the story, emphatically denies any im- 
proper connection with the case, and 
indignantly avers that those portions of 
the story wherein he is made to appear 
a party to the schme to rob the claim- 
ants is absolutely without foundation. 
‘‘My contention is,’’ he said toa re 
porter yesterday, ‘‘that the claims are 


the Legislature had passed the billa 
propriating the money for their settl 
ment it was in the mind of Gov. Mark: 
ham to veto it. 

Mr. Hart was then asked if he had not 
advised Ca hill to signthe power of at 
torney, telling him atthe same time 
that Metzler had a man in Sacramento

“It is absolutely,’ was. tha reply, 
“I never gave such advice; but, on the 
contrary, I told them that Metzler could 
do them no good even if he had thé 
powers of attorney. This man Cahill,” 
continued the -Attorney-General, ‘‘has 
been bothering and pestering: me from 
the first. He has waited for me on the 
street corners and sat in my office here 
for hours at a time, but I never gave 
him any encouragement beyond sayi 
that I would like to see the claims cael 
and expressing regret that it was be 
yond my power to allow them until t 
Supreme Court had passed upon. their 
validity.”’ 

Continuing his general denial, Mr 
Hart said that he did not say that hé 
had telegraphed the Governor for per 
mission to have the Controller to issue 
his warrants. ‘‘When Cahill came te 
me in Sacramento,’’? he said, ‘I told 
him I would be guided by what Judge 
Van Fleet did in the matter. If he 
gave a decision in favor.of the claim- 
ants that was satisfactory to me I 
would, I said, telegraph the Governor} 
but, as Judge Van Fleet gave no grounds 
for his decision that were satisfactory 
to me, I did not telegraph to Mr. 
Markham, and Cahill knows it. This 
man has been such a source of annoy; 
ance tome that his presence became 
unbearable, and the lasttime Isaw him, 
when he told me thatif I did. not have 
the matter closed up at once he would 
make it hot for me, I told him to go to 
——, and I haven’t seen him since.”’ 

In spite of this emphatic denial on 
the part of Altorney-General Hart, 
Metzler declares positively that when 
his ‘‘friend’’ in Sacramento, who told 
him that he could get the money from 
the Controller for him, wanted the list 
of the claimants and the amounts, he 
went to Hart and asked him if he had 
them. * That Hart at once replied:

Santa Barbara now has within her gates 
2small English tailor about 60 years of 
age. The gentleman's name is Sykes. Mr. 
Sykes came here iast spring and soon 
afterward opened a small dyeing, cleaning 
and repair shop for old clothes of respect- 
able gentlemen who are just alittle hard 
up, as it were. 

The old tailor has stuck close to his busi- 
ness, and has built upa pretty fair trade. 

Soon after Mr. Sykes's appearance here 
the local officerswere somewhat surprised 
at being informed by Sykes that he had 
almost been shot while taking a quiet 
smoke on the beach. He saidthe pipe was 
broken in ten thousand pieces by a ball 
which just grazed the side of his face. 

The officers inquired if he sawany one 
with a gun nearby, and he assured them 
in the negative, but contended that he was 
sure that the shot wasaimedat him from 
the bushes near where he sat. 

The officers concluded that the shot was 
not intended for Sykes, and that the broken 
pipe was the result of a stray ball from the 
gun of some sportsman. 

Nothing more was heard from Mr. Sykes 
by the officers until a few nights ago, when 
he came running down State street in his 
sock feet, and accosting Jack Fullington, 
told him a harrowing story, of how agang 
of men had been to the window of his sleep- 
ing-room at the rear of his shop, and that 
he had overheard one of them say that 
‘‘Now is a good time to shoot the scoundrel 
before he wakes up.”’ 

The officer went with the old man to the 
spot, but could discover no one about the 
place. 

A few days after this incident THE TIMES 
correspondent was summoned to Sykes’ 
place of business. The scribe found the 


old tailor at his usual calling, and asked | 


what was wanted. Thereupon the man of 
the goose laid aside his tools and ‘“‘dida tale 
unfold” that was wild, weird, and of the 
most startling nature. 

To compress a long, tedious and far- 
reaching story (of an alleged conspiracy to 
murder) into as few words as possible, it 
may be said that Mr. Sykes, according to 
his story, was married to a beautiful girl at 
Steelville, Mo., before the war; that he aft- 
erward went into the service and served in 
the Union army during the war; thatin- 
stead of returning to his lovely bride he 
floated about for a time and finally estab- 
lished himself at Victoria, B. C.; that about 
seven years ago he decided to come to Cali- 
fornia; that he reached Seattle all right; 
that he entered this State on foot, and that 
near Mount Shasta he was passing the night 
in a hay barn and that during the’ night he 
heard persons outside who alleged that now 
they had found the ‘‘horsethief and mur- 
derer’’ they must hang him at once; and it 
was only through the intercession of the 
owner of the premises that he was permit- 
ted to go on his Way. 

His next trouble was at Red Bluff, where 
he had the misfortune to call on a near 
relative of the deserted wife, and soon aft- 
erward he became aware of the fact thata 
band of marauders were preparing to sur- 
round the house where he was stopping, 
and it was only by a mere chance that he 
gotaway. He was chasedintothe country 
and only saved himself by lying fiat on his 
back while the gang was searching the by- 
ways and highwaysfor him. After escap. 
ing from this mob, Sykes made his way, 
so he says, to Sacramento, and there he 
found some of the same gang, and he soon 
quit the capital city. He then came on to 
Modesto, where he was overtaken again. 
This time he saw no way of escape and con- 
cluded tocut a gashin hisarm so that he 
might have the protection of the peace of- 
ficers. He did so and was -placed in jail. 
The conspirators soon had the jail officers 
in their confidence, so he _ says, 
and he _ felt that his end was 
near. Then, on _ consulting a_ local 
physician, he was advised to similate insan- 
ity and be committed to the asylum at 
Stockton, and he didso. He remained in 
the asylum for two years and a half and 
then was released on a certificate of Dr. 
Mayes, the surgeon of the institution. 

His asylum name was John Pennington. 
Soon after his release he came on to Fresno 
where, he contends, he walked right into 
the camp of some of the old gang and came 
near being shot before he got away. 

‘He finally made his way tothis town. 

Sykes says he never harmed a human 
being in his life and cannot account for this 
strange conspiracy on any other grounds 
than that of deserting his wife. He can give 
no very lucid description of these conspir- 
ators, but says he will.name. the leader of 
the mob at the proper time. Some of the 
local officers are so ‘ungrateful’ as to pre- 
tend to believe that the whole story is the 
hallucination of acrazy man. 

One thing isevident: Mr. Svkes believes 
his story whether it is true or not.

More teat the Reduced Dried 
Fruit Rate. 


It Will Come Too Late to be Really 
Useful. 
What the Terminal’s Cars Will Do 
When They Go Abroad. 


How the Chicago and Alton is Worrying 
Over the Boycott—Big Freight ~~ 
Business—General 
_ Notes. 


Once again, it is stated, that the pro-. 
proposed rate of $1.40 a hundred for 
dried fruit from |California to Chicago 
will be putintoeffect. General Freight 
Agent W. A. Bissell of the Atlantic 
and Pacific, received a telegram on Sat- 
urday from E. P. Vining, chairman of 
tee Transcontinental Association, stat- 
ing that he had been successful, after 
much hard work, in securing the co- 
jpration of the Central Traffic Associa- 
tion lines in adopting the $1.40 rate, 
and had some hopes of inducing the 
Trunk Line Association to agree to pro- 
rate on the seme basis to New York. 

The Central Traffic Association lines 
will not agree to the $1 rate on 
canned goods, and that portion of the 
proposed reform is doubtless beyond 
hope. It is not yet stated on au- 
thority when the new rate will 
go into effect. General Freight Agent 
S. B. Hynes of the Southern California 
lines, who has been working hard to- 
ward securing the desired reduction in 
the dried and canned goods rate, says 
that he doubts the wisdom of reducing 
the rate so late in the season, after 
much of the crop has been marketed, 
for the reason that the later shippers 
will thereby gain an advantage over 
those who sent their goods eastward 
under the former higher tariff. Mr. 
Hynes thinks, also, that the producers 
are really not the ones who profit by 
the reduction of the rate, the traffic 
charges demanded by the railroads hav- 
ing little or no effect upon the price 
paid for the fruit. The lower rate is 
bound to come, though it may not be in 
time for this season. 

WHERE THE TERMINAL CARS TRAVEL, 

The freight cars of the Los Angeles 
Terminal road, both box and flat, will 
some day serve this city well as travel- 
ing advertisements. The words ‘‘Los 
Angeles Terminal’ are painted in great 
white letters upon the cars, large 
enough and white enough to be legible 
as far away as the cars themselves can 
be seen. Sometime these cars, loaded 
with Southern California products, will 
be hauled to Eastern cities, and after 
the manner of nomadic freight cars in 
general, will be shifted hither and 
thither by various roads before they 
are finally dispatched to their home, 
the name of which they will loudly pro- 
claim in white block lettersa foot high. 
It is not aninscription, vague or mean- 
ingless to most people not versed in 
railroad affairs, which these cars will 
bear—not the Colorado, Utah and Pa- 
cific, or. Pacific, Utah and Colorado, 
nor any similar combination which 
gives no specific geographical defini- 
tion; they will advertise Los Angeles, 
and there is but one Los Angeles. 

A BOYCOTTED RAILROAD. 

Although the boycott clings to the 
Alton road, as musca domestica 
do to molasses in summer, the 
molasses in this case is benefited, even 
if its managers deny that there are any 
flies associating themselves with its 
exterior, says the Chicago Inter Ocean 
of November 5.

PETER SAXE. 


Death of a Well-known San Franciscan— 
The Body Cremated. 
The San Francisco Examiner of Sun- 
day has the following: 


Peter Saxe, brother of the poet, John G. 
Saxe, and for twenty years recognized as 
the foremost importer and dealer in 
blooded stock, died a few moments after 

5 o'clock yesterday afternoon at the Lick 
Soase. where he had lived for twelve years, 
His age Was 71. His widow and two sons, 
one, Homer P., who has always lived here, 
and is of the firm of P. Saxe & Son, and the 
other, Rollin P. Saxe, who is engaged in 
the blooded stock business at Ogden, Utah, 
survive him. 

Peter Saxe was one of four brothers, all 
of whom, including the poet, were born in 
Vermont. His first move toward the west 
was to Troy, N. Y., where he carried ona 
general merchandizing business for six- 
teen years. .Then he went to Battle Creek, 
Mich., where he was engaged-in the whole- 
sale flouring business fortwo years. At 
the end of thistime he returnedto Troy 
and engaged largely in the selling of lum- 
ber for twelve years. 

Having made money and desiring a better 
climate in which to end his days, he, in. 
1871, came to California. Since then, b 
reason of the energy with which he pushe 


his business, he.has become known from the.

He was 
a pleasant, genial man, with a happy 
faculty of making friends, and had a 
wide acquaintance among the old-timers 
of Southern California.

THE CITY COUNCIL. 


An Unusually Busy Day with the 
City Solons. 


Pearl and Figueroa-street Paving 
Contracts Awarded. 


Reconsideration Defeated by the Close 
Vote of 5to 4 


Protests Prosented, but Without Avail— 
The Outfall Right of Way—Street 
Improvements Ordered—Rou- 
tine Business. 


The City Council met in regular ses- 
sion, yesterday morning, at the usual 
time and place, oreny ward being rep- 
resented. 

After the regular preliminaries had 
been disposed of, the repors of the City 
Clerk notifying the Council that in the 
{matter of the widening and extension 
of Broadway the ordinance of intention 
had been published on October 4, no- 
tice of public work on October 15, and 
that the time for the reception of pro- 
tests had expired on November 8. 
Three protests having been received 
from W. H. Mansfield; T. B. Henry and 
W.Raymond, it was necessary thata day 
should be set forthe hearing of the 
same not less than one week from date. 

Upon motion of Councilman Rhodes, 
Monday next at 2 p. m. was set for 
hearing the same. 

In the matter of the sidewalking of 
Pearl and Ottawa streets, the clerk re- 
ported that the ordinance of intention 
had been published on October 9, and 
posted the same day, notice of street 
work October 14, and that the Council 
acquired jurisdiction on November 
8. No protests having been received, 
it remained forthe Council to adopt the 
ordinance ordering the work done, if it 
saw fit. 

The ordinance was then read and 
adopted on motion of Councilman 
Rhodes. 

REPORTS OF OFFICERS. 
The report of the City Tax and Li- 


| cense Collector, showing the collection 


of $230,420.60 as taxes for the fiscal 
year 1891-92, upto and including No- 
vember 4, was referred to the City Au- 
ditor. 

That of city justice, M. T.. Owens, 
showing the collection of $23.40 in 
fees and fines during the month of Oc- 
tober last, was also referred to the 
Auditor. 

The reports of the City Auditor show- 
ing the condition of the city funds for 
the past week and month, and confirm- 
ing the reports of various city officials, 
were referred to the Finance Commit- 
tee. 

The report of the Finance Committee, 
as published in Tur Tiwgs on Sunday 


| morning, was read andadopted, and 


the usual batch of demands was ap- 


| proved in accordance with age recom- 


mendation of said committee, - 
FIRE ALARM BOXES. 

The report of the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners stating that to place twenty 
fire alarm boxes as projected would in- 
volve the entire rémodelling of the 
present system at an approximate ex- 
pense of $7000, and recommending the 
plan outlined by Chief Engineer Moore, 
and Messrs. Kurhts and Griggs. The 
board further recommended that as no 
provision had been made in this esti- 
mate and tax levy for such an expend- 
iture out of the Fire Department fund, 
the cost be paid out of some other fund. 

Councilman Nickell thought that, al- 
though it was probably a good thing to 
adopt the plan suggested, the council in 
making the $1 estimate had no idea of 
such a ‘large expenditure of $7000 ina 
lump additional, and it seemed to him 
that the matter should be considered 
carefully before any actfon was taken. 
After a brief debate, upon motion of 
Councilman Innes, the matter was re- 
ferred to the Committes of the Whole. 

RESERVOIR SITE LEASED. 


Supply reported as follows: 

In the matter of the petition of G.Bagiga- 
lupi asking to be permitted to lease 
from the city for the. period of one 
year at a rental of $115 per annum 
that certain lot of land known as Reservoir 

site No.7. We recommend that the prayer 
of the petitioner be granted, with the res- 
ervation clause that, if the city should 
need to use it before the expiration of the 
lease, that the city will have the privilege 
of so doing by giving ninety days’ notice to 
petitioner and refunding the a oi rata bal- 
ance of rental money due said petitioner 
from the time the city takes possession of 
thesame; and that the City Attorney be in- 
structed to prepare and present the neces- 
sary lease in accordance with this Sopent. 

OFFER OF A PARK. 

The rollowing communication was 
presented by Jay E. Hunter, Esq., on 
behalf of J. Downey Parvey and George 
W. King: 

To the honorable the City Council and 
Board of Park Commissioners of the City 
of Los Angeles—GENTLEMEN: We, the 


| undersigned, owners of St. James Park, 


situated near the corner of Adams and 
Scarff streets, hereby agree to donate 
said park to the city, the same to be 
used perpetually as a park. 

Also, the four strips or pieces of 
ground situated in the middle of the 
street which lead into the,park. Each 
piece or strip being about 10x100 feet, 
together with the lamps now located 
thereon. 

Upon your acceptance of the above, 
we will execute a deed to the city for 
the same, under direction of your hon- 
orable body. 

Councilman Nickell mcved that the 
offer be accepted, but Councilman Sum- 
merland wanted to know the cause of 
this spontaneous generosity, and upon 
motion of Councilman Innes the mat- 
ter was referred to the Land Committee 
in conjunction with the City Attorney. 

UNDERGROUND TELEPHONE WIRES. 

R. B. Carpenter, Esq., then addressed 
the Council on behalf of the Sunset Tel- 
ephone and Telegraph Company, which 
-had filed a petition asking for an exten- 
sion of the franchise granted to its 
predecessor, the Los Angeles Telephone 
Company, ani for leave to lay its wires 
underground in the business portions of 
the city, stating that he would prepare 
and submit an ordinance therefor to the 
Board of Public Works as soon as possi- 
ble, in order to facilitate matters. The 
petitioners complained that the wires 
of the electric and electric light com- 
panies interfere with those of the tele- 
phone company by induction, especially 
in the business section of the city. The 
currents of the electric company are 
much stronger than those of the tele- 
phone compan;, and if the wires of one 
should cross the other the switchboard 
and system of the complaining company 
would be burnt out, which would sus- 
pend all telephone communication. It 
asks permission to putits wires under- 
gern and not to take over two years

$20, 000. The area of underground 
wires to be from the Plaza to Sixth 
street. It asks a franchise for this pur- 
pose. After some discussion the matter 
was finally referred to the Board of 
Public works, 

The report of the Board of Public 
Works as published in Tus Times was 
read and adopted. 


PEARL STREET PAVING CONTRACT. 


The matter of paving Pearl street be- | 


tween Sixth and Pico. streets with 
bituminous lime crock, which was re- 
ferred back to the Council, without 
recommendation, was discussed at some 


length, 


John Haynes, Esq., who appeared on 
behalf of the Immanuel Church, ad- 
dressed the Council briefly in favor of 


the acceptance of the only bid received 


therefor, that of the Bituminous Lime 
Rock Paving Company, at 81 cents, 
with an additional 55 cents for cement 
curbing. 

Councilman Rhodes explained that the 
reason the matter had been referred 
back by the Board of Public Works with- 
out action, was that the latter body had 
deemed it better to afford the property- 
owners the privilege of expressing their 
views publicly on the subject. It 
seemed to him that the bid was exces- 
sive, but it might not be so. There had 
been a good deal of talk on the streets, 
and there wasa misunderstanding about 
the bonds which had been circulated. 
He was in favor of readvertising. 

Col. J. J. Ayers, one of the property 
owners, stated that as there had been 
only one bid forthe work and that a 
rather high one in comparison with 
others for similar work, he had at first 
thought it better to ask for a revision. 
He had found however, that the reason 
forthe high rates was that the City 
Engineer’s plans included granite gut- 
ters. Though these “were unnecessary 
in the quiet residence portions of the 
city, rather than delay the matter of 
improving the street he would like to 
see an ordinance go through as proposed. 

Councilman McGarry suggested that 
the bidders had signified their willing- 
ness to accept 80 cents for cash pay- 
ments, and thought the fact that the 
other bidders had been scared off by a 
false rumor, ought not to cut any figure 
in the case. 

Councilman Rees said that there had 
been a good deal of talk about this 
matter. There was only one bid before 
the Council, and asit had been done many 
times before, he was strongly in favor 
of rejecting it and readvertising for 
bids. 

At gthe suggestion of Councilman 
Innes, Manager J. H. Drane of the Bi- 
tuminous Lime Rock Company briefly 
addressed the Council. He stated that 
his company had acted in good faith, 
and was not too high for first-class 
work which could not be done for less 
money. The bid having been exposed 
to the public, it would not be fair to re- 
advertise now. 

After some farther discussion, Coun- 
cilman Summerland moved that the bid 
be accepted and the contract awarded 
to the Bituminous Lime Rock Company, 
which motion prevailed by a vote of 6 
to 8, Messrs. Rhodes, Innes and Rees 
votin negatively. The member from 
the Ninth Ward attempted to change 
his vote, but the chairman, having an- 
nounced the result, denied his request. 

REGULATING 8TREET EXCAVATIONS. 

Upon motion of Councilman Rhodes 
an‘ordinance regulating the manner in 
which streets shall be torn up and re- 
paired, or pipes putin the streets and 
like improvements inaugurated, was 
adopted. The purport of the ordinance 
is that asum of money must be depos- 
ited with the Street Superintendent as 
a bond to put the street back into re- 
pair. The superintendent shalj issue a 
permit upon written request and bond 
being filed, work to be prosecuted with 
diligence, so as not to obstruct travel. 
Provisions are made reaching corpora- 
tions putting intunnels and conduits. 
Penalties are provided in case of non- 
performance in every instance. 

The Bridge Committee’s report rec- 


ommending that the Street Superin- 


tendent be instructed torepair the Sum- 
mit-avenue bridge with his own em- 
ployés, was adopted. 

The Committee on Public Buildings 
reported, recommending that the Super- 
intendent of Buildings prepare and pre- 
sentan estimate of the cost of the work 
of excayating under the floor of the old 
City Hall, in accordance with his re- 
port. Adopted. 

SEWER MATTERS. 

The Sewer Committee reported, rec- 
ommending that the petition from the 
Board of Supervisors be filed, as the 
work will be pushed forward as fast as 
possible. Adopted. 

Recommend that the City Engineer 
pres&nt an ordinance of instruction to 
construct a sewer on Victor avenue. 
Adopted. 

BIDS RECEIVED. 

The following bids were received for 
the work of constructing the Ninth 
street fill: M. McGreel 31375; F. M. 
French, $995; D. F. Donegan, $960; 
McLain & Hall, $850; J. J. Mahony, 
$665. All five were referred to the 
Sewer Committee. 

That of W. C. Furrey, $2534.60, for 
the work of replumbing the old City 


Hall, was.referred to the Building Com-- 


mittee. 

Councilman Summerland moved that 
the holes on Main street atthe north- 
east corner of First street be repaired. 
Referred to the Board of Public Works. 

The same member also moved that 
the Street Superintendent notify the 
Pacific Railway Company to repair its 
tracks between the rails on North Main 
street from Commercial street to the 
Plaza. Same reference. 

CITY ATTORNEY'S REPORT. 

The City Attorney reported an ordi- 
nence granting additional assistance to 
the City Tax and License Collector; 
also ar-ordtnanee-regulating the erec- 
tion of sign posts. The former was 
adopted, but the latter was referred to 
the Board of Public Works. 

In regard to moving houses, the City 
Attorney reported as follows, the mat- 
ter being referred tothe Street Super- 
intendent: 

In the matter of an ordinance regulating 
the moving of houses. lam of the opinion 
thatitis not ‘advisable to regulate this 
matter by ordinance. but would suggest 
that the Street Superintendent and your 
honorable body prepare a set of rules to 
govern the moving of houses in different 
portions of the “city and over public 
bridges, which rules should be adopted and 
made the basis of the issuance of permits. 
I suggest this for the reason that the mov- 
ing of houses must be governed largely by 
the size and weight of ‘the building, ‘by the 
amount of travel upon the streets over 
which the building is proposed to be moved, 
and the particular locality through which 
itis to be moved. All these points can be 
covered by a set of rulesfor the different 
districts, as above suggested. ~ 

The City Attorney reported that the 
storm-water drain on Fifth street could 
be closed if the Council ordered it. 

OUTFALL RIGHT-OF-WAY. 

In answer to the Council’s inquiry as 
to the right of the city to condemn a 
right-of-way fora sewer through the 
lands of B. Freeman et al., and also as 


with water.

to the right of land owners to condemn 
a right-of-way for latteral pipe lines 
from the main sewer for the purpose of 
irrrigation, the City Attorney reported: 

Sec. 1238 of the Code of Civil Procedure 
enumerates the uses for which the power 
of eminent domain may be exercised, 
among which is found the following: 

Wharves, docks, piers, chutes, booms, 
ferries, bridges, toll-roads, by-roads, plank 
and turfipike roads, steam and horse. rail- 
roads, canals, ditches, flumes, acqueducts 
and pipes for public transpor tation, supply: 
ing mines and farming neighborhoods with 
water, and draining and reclaiming lands, 
and for floating logs and lumber on streams 
not navigable; sewerage of any incorpor- 

ated city, or city and county, or of any vil- 
lage or town, whether incorporated or un- 
or of any settlement consist- 
ing of not less than ten families, orof any 
public buildings belonging to the St: ate, or 
to any college or university. 

There can be no doubt of the right of the 
city to condemn lands or rights-of-way for 
sewer purposes, and it may condemn as 
many rights-of-way as may be necessary for 
the proper distribution of the sewage. It 
is certainly as much of a public useto have 
lateral connections in order to sell or dis- 
pose of the sewage for purposes of irriga- 
tion asit is to have a right-of-way for the 
purpose of wasting the sewage by running 
it into the ocean, andilam of the opinion 
that the city should condemn all rights-of- 
Way necessary for the outfall as well as for 
lateral connections for the purpose of dis- 
tributing the sewage for the purpose of ir- 
rigation. A great many of the questions 
which willarise have been settled in the 
case of the City of Pasadena vs. Stimson, 
decided September 26, 1892, in which 
case the Supreme Court held that the city 
hada right to condemna right-of-way for 
the purpose of conducting its sewage toa 
sewer farm. 

While the answer to thg first question 
disposes with the necessity of answering 
the second, I will state that Sec. 1001 of 
the Civil Code provides: 

Any person: may, without further legis- 
lative action, acquire private property for 
any use specitied in Sec. 1238 of the Code 
of Civil Proceedure,either by consent of the 
owner or by proceedings had under the pro- 
visions of Title VII, Part Ill of the Code of 
Civil Proceedure; and any person seeking 
to acquire property for any of the uses 
mentioned in such title is ‘‘an agent of 
the State, "ora ‘person in charge of such 
use,’’ within the meaning of those terms as 
used in such title. 

Among the uses recited in sec. 1238 of 
the Code of Civil Procedure is that of sup- 
plying mines and farming neighborhoods 
I believe that under this sec- 
tion rights-of-way could be condemned by 
individuals for the purpose of supplying a 
neighborhood with sewage for the pur- 
poses of irrigation, as sewage is 90 per 
cent. water, and the fact that it is not pure 

water should not interfere with the right 
to use the same by a neighborhood if itso 
desires. 
demn property has been upheld in Moran 
vs. Ross, 79 Cal., 162; and whilesuch right 
is questioned by Chief Justice Beatty in the 
same casein 79 Cal., 550, forthe reason 
that the Constitution implies that such 
right can be only exercised by a corpora. 
tion, yet the doubt, if any, could be solved 
by the individuals forming a corpora. 
tion for the purpose of supplying 
their neighborhood with water. The 
act of March 7, 1887, commonly Known as 
the Wright Act, also gives the power of 
eminent domainto districts organized un- 
der its provisions, But as I have stated 
before the easiest and best method is to 
have the city condemn all routes necessary. 
As soon as the Engineer has completeda 
final survey I will institute suit. 


Chief Engineer Moore of the Fire 
Department invited the Council to be 
present at the Plaza this afternoon at 3 
o’clock to witness a test of the two new 
chemicalengines. Accepted. 

Councilman Alford moved that the 
Street Superintendent be directed to 
cut away the point of rocks or dirt 
which extends into the-river west of 
Zanja No. 7, south of the Macy-street 
bridge. Referred to Board of Public 
Works’and City Engineer,

Afternoon Session. 
The Council met at 2:10 o'clock, 
with President Bonsall in the chair, 
and a quorum present. 


The following message from 
Mayor was read: 


To the honorable the Cvuncil ‘of the ety of Los 
Angeles: I herewith return the demands of 
George A. McLain for $295 (clerk No 
5404) for excavating and filling Temple 
street. To approve this demand would be 
a palpable violation of the charter, which 
(after providing how the city may become 
liable under a written contract) reads as 
follows: ‘“Butthe Council, by due ordi- 
nance, may authorize any officer, commit- 
tee or agent of the city. to bind the city 
without a contract in writing for the pay- 
ment of any sumof money not exceeding 
$500."" .There has been no contract or 
ordinance authorizing this work, There 
are certain safeguards thrown around the 
expenditure of publie moneys in our funda- 
mental laws, anditis notinthe power of 
any Official or body of officials to violate 
these wise limitations, and this case fur- 
nishes a good example of the danger we 
incur when we do so. 

This demend does not bear the approval 
of the Engineer, the Street Superintedent, 
or any other official that the work has been 
performed,and so far as any record evidence 
goes, we have none whatever to show that 
any work has been performéd. On an offer 
in writing of Mr. McLain to do this work, 
he says: “Payment tobe made when the 
work is fully completed to the satisfaction 
of Street Superintendent.’’ Even this little 
precaution is ignored, for the Superintend- 
ent of Streets has not approved it; in fact, 
the Superintendent ot Streets has had noth- 
todo with it. When we recognize the doc- 
trine that public works can be let, and pub- 
lic moneys paid therefore without adver- 
tising for bids, without competition, with- 
out ordinance or requisition, and without 
any provision regarding inspection of the 


the 


work, and withoutapproying the work, and 


without any certificate that the work has 
been done, we establish a dangerous pre- 
cedent even were there no limitations in 
the law prohibiting the same; but the pro- 
visions of the charter. under which we ob- 
tain the control of public moneys, and by 
virtue of which we are entrusted with the 
affairs of the municipality and authorized 
to expend public moneys, provides in-plain 
language that it must not be done; to do so 
would be to enable officials of the city 
government to farm out the_ public 
work of the city to particular favorites at 
their own prices, to be done in a way satis- 
factory to themselves, and to pay for the 
same without any knowledge on our part 
that the work has been done. We should 
not throw down the bars that the charter 
of the city has wisely provided for the pro- 
tection of public moneys in this unsafe 
manner. Under the charter it becomes the 
duty of the Mayor to” pass on the expe- 
diency or inexpediency of expending any 
aneall public money, The treasurer of the 
city cannot. be legally reached except 
through the Mayor's office, which is a com- 
ponent part of the cityjzgovernment; were it 
otherwise the Mavor’s office would be an un- 
necessary appendage thereto. 

The charter has provided in plain lan- 
guage the manner in which all contem- 
plated work shall first be submitted for 
executive approval. which has been over- 
looked in this instance. is a case 
where the work is ordered paid for before 
this ofiice has any knowledge that such 


. work was in contemplation bv any depart- 


ment of the city government, and I have 
felt it my duty to call your attention to the 
fact that. the law on the subject has been 
ignoredin the present instance. Respect- 
fully, etc., “HENRY T. HAZARD, Mayor. 

On motion of Councilman Innes, the 
vote by which the demand was passed 
was reconsidered, and furtheraction on 
the matter, after some debate, was de- 
ferred for one week.

I. H. Polk briefly addressed the Coun- 
cil, stating that he had been misin- 
formed about the time of meeting, 
which wasthe reason that. he had not 
been present to protest at the morning 
session. 

Ex-Mayor Toberman followed, also 
protesting against the price, which he 
considered excessive. 

J. H. Drain, of the paving company, 
insisted that the price was reasonable, 
but that for cash the paving would be 
done for 1 cent per foot less. 

general debate then followed. 
President Bonsall stated that he thought 
the price was too high, and if he were 
not inthe chair, he would move a re- 
consideration. Councilman Rees then 
wanted to move a_ reconsidera- 
tion, but was ruled out of  or- 
der, when the Councilmen looked 
at each other for a few minutes, 
and then the president called for the 
next order of business. 

The Ocean View avenue grade was 
then taken up, and talked over at 
length, but was dropped without any 
conclusion being reached.

The report of the City Engineer was 
read, and the various recommendations 
acted upon. The claim of Dr. Zahn for 
damages was denied on the request of 
the Doctor’s attorney, who stated that 
this action was asked to allow his client

Mr. Toberman again appeared and 
offered to reimburse the Council for any 
expense or loss by readvertising for bids 
for the paving of Pearl street. 

In the matter of Fifth street, the City 
Engineer was instructed to make esti- 
mates for improvement on the basis of 
a sixty-foot street. 

The City Engineer presented the fol- 
lowing ordinances:

Ordinance of intention to sidewalk a 
portion of 7 street. Car- , 
ried. 

Ordinance of intention to construct a 
sewer on a portion of Temple street. 
Carried. 

Ordinance of intention to . grade, 
gravel and curb a portion of Ficket 
street.. Carried. 

Ordinance of intention changing the 
grade of Hill street, between First and 
Second streets. Carried. 

The City Engineer reported that it 
would cost $475 to put Zanja No. 7 in 
repair, and increase its carrying capac- 
ity to eight cubic feet, and the City En- 
gineer was instructed to prepare plans 
and advertise for bids. 

Inthe matter of the Fifth street 
storm drain, the City Engineer reported 
that the zanja into which it empties ts 
already taxed to its full capacity dur- 
ing rain storms, ano recommends that 
all catch basins be at once closed by 
the Street Superintendent. Report 
adopted. 

AGAIN THE PEARL STREET PAVEMENT. 

Presid@nt Bonsall moved that he 
would at the next meeting move fora 
reconsideration of the vote by which 
the bid for the paving of Pearl street 
had been awarded tothe Bituminous 
Limerock Company. Mr. Bonsallstated 
that he, like the’other members, wanted 
the work done, but he believed the bid 
was excessive, and in the interest of 


the taxpayers he thought new bids 


should be advertised for. 

Councilman Tufts movedto lay the 
motion to reconsider on the table, which 
motion prevailed by a vote of 5 to 4. 

HOUSE-MOVERS’ PROTEST. 

J. A. Donnell, Esq., appeared before 
the Council in the interest of the 
House-builders’ Association to protest 
against the action of the Electric Rail- 
road Company in raising the charge for 
getting under their wires from.a sum of 
36 or $% to $100, and also in refusing 
to allow the house-movers to go under 
the wires without depositing #8100, 
keeping up the current to prevent 
others from cutting these wires. 

Councilman Trfts thought some fre- 
lief should be afforded, but the City At- 
torney is of the opinion that the only 
source of relief is in the courts. 

After discussion, Councilman Rees 
moved that the electric railroad people 
be notified that unless reasonable facili- 
ties are afforded house-movers, the 
Council will pass an ordinance requir- 


ing them to raise their wires fifty feet _ 


above the streets. 

This motion caused another long de- 
bate, after which the motion was de- 
feated. and the matter was referred to 
the Board of Public Works. 

TO BUILD A KITE-SHAPED TRACK. 

D. F. Donegan made a proposition to 
build a kite-shaped race track and 
maintain a park on reservoir site No. 7, 
in consideration of a ninety-nine-year 
lease. As the site had been leased, the 
proposition was referred. to the Land 
Committee. 

John F. Humphreys presented a com- 
munication requesting} that all real- 
estate agents be compelled to pay 
licenses, which was referred to the 
Finance Committee. Mr. Humphreys 
also brievy spoke about the grades of 
Loomis and Ward streets, explaining 
his position. 

The Donegan proposition was again 
taken up, when the matter of the lease 
of reservoir site No. 7. was opened up, 
and the matter will be investigated. . 

Councilman Tufts moved that Breed 
street be accepted, but failed when 
Councilman Rhodes moved that the 
Street Superintendent put the street in 
repair, and that suit be commenced 
against the contractors’ bondsmen. 
After a long debate, in which it was 
developed that none of the Councilmen 
knew anything about the iegal status of 
the.case, and as it was agreed’ that the 
matter was sufficiently complicated, it 
was referred to the City Attorney to 
finda way out of the difficulty. 

Councilman Rhodes moved that prop- 
erty-owners be notified to disconnect 
storm water drains from the sewers. 
Carried. 

After the reading of the petitions, 
which were referred to the proper com- 
mittees, the Council adjourned, the 
Board of Public Works, in the mean- 
time, being excused in order to call on 
the electric railroad people.

ARIZONA. 


An Official Report of Acting Governor 
N. 0. Murphy. 


He Tells Some Interesting Points Aboul 
the Territory—Produaction of Metals 
—Lands Available for Settle- 
ment—Recommendations. 


A reporto of the acting Governor of 
Arizona tothe Secretary ofthe Inte- 
rior,-a pamphlet of forty-one pages, is 
just at hand. It embodies much’ ‘valu- 
able statistical matter concerning the 
Territory. The assessed value of ali 
property, real, personal and mixed, is 
$28,270,466. The total indebtedness: 
of the Territory, counties and munici- 
palities cis $3,400,000. The Territo 
rial indebtedness amounts to about 12 
per cent. of the property valuation, or 
a trifle over $56 per capita. During 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1891, 
a total of 303,931 acres of land was 
entered under Government laws for set- 
tlement or development. In this there 
were only sixteen final mineral land en- 
tries and twenty-seven coal-land filings. 
It is estimated that there remains in the 
Territory, public _unsurveyed land, 
(exclusive of military and In- 
dian reservations,) subject to set- 
tlement, 20,221.775 acres; 
veyed lands, subject to entry Juiy 
1, 1891, were 4.873,250 acres. The 
mineral productions of the Territory 
for the fical year reported were: Gold, 
$1.312,955:; silver, $1,683,585; 
copper, $4,200,000; unclassified, 
$625,732; total, 87,791,272. The 
total valuation of live stock is #7,570.- 
768. .The agricultural productions are 
not summarized, but the most substat! 
tial progress is shown in the establish. 
ment of irrigation systems and bring: 
ing lands under cultivation. 

The recommendations of the Acting 


Governor are 2s follows: 


(1.) That Arizona be admitted into the 
Union as a State upon the adoption of a 
proper constitution by the people. 

(2.) That all the public lands within 
Arizona be ceded to the Territory or State. 

(3.) That all public lands within the 
Territory be surveyed. 

(4.) That the sixteenth and thirty-sixth 
sections of the public lands (school lands} 
be made available to the Territory at once, 
and that provision be made forthe selec. 
tion of good sectionsin lieu of bad. 

(5.) That all Apache Indians under mil 


itary serveillance inthe Territory be dis 


armed and prohibited from the use and 
possession of rified guns and fixed ammu: 
nition. 
(6.) That the mineral and coal lands og 
the San Carlos Reservation be segregated 


and opened ‘or occupancy and deveiopment 


by white citizens, and that the money re: 
ceived from the sale of these lands (as other 
public lands are sold) be placed in trust for 
the use of the Indians. 

The following recommendations, made 
last vear. are renewed: 

(7.) Itis requested that Congress appro- 
priate for the erection of buildings for the 
use of the public service in Arizona. 

(8.) That the salaries of the present 
judges in Arizona be increased to $5000 
per annum. 

(9.) Taatthe pay of legislators in Ari- 
zona be increased to $10 per day. 

(10.) That appropriations be had by 
Congress to pay the governors and secre. 
taries of the Territories the amounts al- 
lowed them by law under section. 1845, Re: 
vised Statutes of the United States, 1878. 

(11.) That Congress appropriate a rea- 
sonable sum for artesian well-boring in
